' Thisdone, a Jeſwit place in view &'th' whole, 
At Fanux's bo-peep in ſome ſneaking hole , 
Laughing in*s ſleeve : andlet this be the Afot, 
Ha ! this hits better then the Powder-plot. 

Then on the top of Panls let be expref?, 
A melting Phenix ina flaming Neſt. 
Hope will expound the Emblem ; though I fear 
Few hope, *twill ſoon be werified there. 

Laſtly, If any nook remain wnfilPd, 
( He's loath an whole Page for his Face be ſpzld) 
The Poet in a Cypreſs-wreath inſert 3 
( The Lawrelisa badg of a Deſert, 
Which he pretends not to: beſides, he wears 
An heart more ſuiting to an Age of Tears: ) 
Pale, like the City's Afhes , make his Looks , 
(Too many wear its Fires : ) by, kt his Books 
( Jeremy's Threnes, Salvian, Gildas, and 
The Triftia of the baniſYd Poet ) ſtand: 
Let his Eyes drop into his 7ak,, and thence 
Smpply his Quill, and mingle with his ſexſe. 
But ne*re ask , Who He 3s: Find any He 
That's ſuch ax one, and let him ſtand for Me.
